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. IN THE CLAIMS: 




(Thrice Amended) An eyeglass device comprising: 

a primary spectacle frame for supporting primary lenses therein, said primary spectacle 
5 frame including two side portions each having an extension extended therefrom for pivotally 
coupling a leg means thereto, said primary spectacle frame including two rear and side portions 
each having a projection secured thereto, said primary spectacle frame including an upper side 
portion, 

a pair of first magnetic members secured in saiJi projections respectively, 
an auxiliary spectacle frame for supporting auxiliary lenses therein, said auxiliary 
spectacle frame including two side portions each having an arm extended therefrom , with at least 
one arm for extending over [and for engaging with] said up^er side portion of said primary 
spectacle frame, and 

a pair of second magnetic members secured to said arAs respectively for engaging with 
said first magnetic members of said primary spectacle frame so i^s to secure said auxiliary 
spectacle frame to said primary spectacle frame, 
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at least one of said arms being [en Wed with and] supported on said upper side portion of 
said primary spectacle frame so as to allow Wd auxiliary spectacle frame to be stably supported 
on said primary spectacle frame and so as to Wevent said auxiliary spectacle frame from moving 
downward relative to said primary spectacle fmme and so as to prevent said auxiliary spectacle 
frame from being disengaged from said primary^spectacl e frame. .
